Plea for the. Musk Ox. 

A plea for the reindeer and the 
musk ox is. made by Knud Rasmussen 
and Peter Freuchen, the Danish polar 
explorers, who have sent a'report on 
their investigations from north-west- 
ern Greenland to the Royal Geograph- 
ical Society in Copenhagen. 

The explorers say that the reindeer 
are all but extinct in the Cape York 
district, only thirty-five head remain- 
ing. Musk oxen are now only found 
in Filesmere Land, and American 
hunters are said to be exterminating 
them at a rapid rate. 

Rasmussen and Freuchen, who re- 
cognize the need the Eskimos have of 
these animals and their skins, intend 
to introduce fresh reindeer herds 
from Lapland, and are endeavoring 
to pefstade the Eskimos to agree to 
observe a close time with a view to 
their preservation.

It must not, however, be forgotten 
that much beautiful gold and silver 
work ia still in existence which was. 
made in Epgland and Ireland long be- 
fore the: regulations for marking it 
existed. It may seem remiarkable 
that it is in Ireland that we find the 
finest; work in’ métals, and that from 
the fifth to the tenth century Irish 
work is found in the, highest perfec- 
tion and equal to any made’ in Europe. 
Two most beautiful specimens, both 
of which can be seen in the Royal 
Trish Acailenry, ate thé Ardagh chal- 
ice ahd the-Tara brooch. 


In considering .plate, there. is that 
important section, ecclesiastical plate, 
and it is sad to think how few and 
comparatively unimportant are the 
specimens of church plate made: prior 
to the Reformation that still exist. 
We read, for instance, that St. Olave’s. 
Southwark, in thé year 1552 possessed 
more than 1,000 ounces of silver — 
chalices, Grosses, basins, pyxes, chris- 
matory, censers, cruets, etc. These 
have all disappeared, and in like man- 
ner the silver ‘plate, almost without 
exception, which formed a precious 
possession in 6very parish throughout 
the United Kingdom and Ireland. 

In the last year of King Edward VI. 
instructions were issued by which all 
church plate was seized and confis- 
cated, excepting one or two chalices, 
according to the population. All the 
rest were seized for conversion. to 
the King’s use. No doubt some pieces 
were hidden away. in their respective 
parishes; but at any rate when Mary 
came to the throne all these precious 
relics, however preservevd,.came into 
use again. On Elizabeth coming to 


the throne, a]l the former prohibitions it 


came into force, and we find inquiries 


made in each parish whether they |: 


possessed ‘any prophane cups, bowls, 
dishes or chalices. heretofore used at 
masse.”
